( c ) Rights, Preferences and Restrictions of Preferred Stock . The Preferred Stock 
authorized by this Amended and Restated Certificate of Incorporation may be issued from time 
to time in one or more series. The first series of Preferred Stock shall be designated "Series A 
Preferred Stock" and shall consist of five million (5,000,000) shares. The rights, prefere^eT 
privileges, and restrictions granted to and imposed on the Series A Preferred Stock are as set 
forth below in this Article IV(C). 

1 • Dividend Provisions. The holders of shares of Series A Preferred Stock 
sb.aU be entitled to receive dividends, out of any assets legally available therefor, prior and in 
preference to any declaration or payment of any dividend (payable other than in Common Stock 
or other securities and rights convertible into or entitling the holder thereof to receive, directly or 
mdjrectly, additional shares of Common Stock of the Corporation) on the Common Stock of the 
Corporation, at the rate of S0.08 per share (as adjusted for any stock split, dividend, combination 
or other recapitalization with respect to such shares) per annum on each outstanding share of 
Series A Preferred Stock, payable quarterly when, as and if declared by the Board of Directors 
Such dividends shall not be cumulative. 

2. Liquidation. 

(a) Preference. In the event of any liquidation, dissolution or winding 
up of the Corporation, either voluntary or involuntary, the holders of the Series A Preferred 
Stock shall be entitled to receive, prior and in preference to any distribution of any of the assets 
of the Corporation to the holders of Common Stock by reason of their ownership thereof an 
amount per share equal to $1.00 per share (as adjusted for any stock split, dividend, combination 
or other recapitalization with respect to such snares) for each share of Series A Preferred Stock 
then held by them, plus declared but unpaid dividends. If, upon the occurrence of such event, the 
assets and funds thus distributed among the holders of the Series A Preferred Stock shall be 
insufficient to permit the payment to such holders of the full aforesaid preferential amounts, then 
the entire assets and funds of the Corporation legally available for distribution shall be 
distributed ratably among the holders of the Series A Preferred Stock in proportion to the 
preferential amount each such holder is otherwise entitled to receive.
